The Cyane.—We learn by the New York papers 
that the United States ship Cyane, Captain Creigh- 
ton, arrived there on Friday, from the Mediterra- 
nean. The Cyane’ sailed from Gibraltar on the 
13th of July last, called at the Island of Tenneriffe,
